ABOLITIOX OF THE DEATH PENALTY IN 


MICHIGAN.—We commend to the Sentinel 
and other advocates of banging, the following 
olhYial testimony, to tbe effects ot the aboli- 
tion of the Death Penttlty in Michigan.

Alfred Gibbs Campbell, EMI.—Dear Sir :— 


Your favor of the 17th ult. ia before me. You 
desire to ascertain whether our State has re- 
turned to the practice of the death penalty, 
aUo my opinion as to tbe general sentiment of 
our Slate with our present experience on this 
subject. 
> 


In reply I would state that our State has not 


returned to the practice of the death nenalty. 
It was repealed at the time of the revision of 
our Statutes in 1846. There has been but one 
attempt to revive the law—that was in 1848, 
I thinlt, and it signally failed. 
On examina- 


tion of the Journals, I cannot and that the 
question was ever brought to a vote in either 
bouse. 


In reply to your second interrogatory, I 


have no hesitation in giving it as my opinion 
that the general sentiment of our State is be- 
yond all question very nearly unanimous in 
favor of our present laws on that subject. In 
deed, in the whole range of my acquaintance 
I do not know one individual in iavor of a 
return to that practice. I am certain I have 
beard no one expntt himself in favor of such 
a change. 
I am not ttwv.ro of there being any statistics 


on file in this office bearing upon this question 
By coincidence merely there were contained 
in Wayne cotmty witlin two yjeara froq» the 
revision, fattr murders.

my duty to the law, and to society, if I did not 
hold you up at an example of the end of in- 
temperance and crime. The sentence of the 
Court is, that you be imprisoned three years 
in tho States prison, five days of which will 
be in solitary confinement, and I commend 
you to reflect on the enormity of your offence." 


AS IT SHOULD BE. — As will be seen 


by the Court reports, Lawson and bis wife, 
found guilty of keeping a brothel, have been 
sentenced to tho extent of the law. This is 
just as it should be. These resorts of vice and 
crime have been long enough the bane and 
Disgrace of the city. If they were kept pri- 
vate, or known only t,o those who make a ha- 
bit of frequenting them, it would be a difFe~- 
ent matter. But they have lifted their shame- 
less fronts in the most public and frequented 
places, and their pestiferous breath has taint- 
ed and corrupted the air of the most respecta- 
ble neighborhoods. They have been kept in 
that part of the city which is mostly occupied 
as private residences, and lewdness and pros- 
titution have been practised within sight and 
hearing of the sons and daughters of our citi- 
zens. Scarcely a main road leading to the 
city, but what has one or more of these houses 
strung along in the edge of the city, and at all 
times of day and night, the most indecent in- 
ducements are held out to travellers to enter 
and spend their time and money in drinking, 
carousing and harlotry. Strumpets promen- 
ade the principal streets, and boys and young 
men gather to watch them, or, worse, follow 
them to their scenes of debauch and riot. In 
short, in almost every street, and every part 
of the city, these public examples of licen- 
tiousness and vice are held up before all dis- 
posed to follow them, and young men, and old 


men, 
and married men and unmarried men, 


have been made easy game by vicious and 
unprincipled prostitutes. 


Now, 
there lire laws against these things. — 


But heretofore they have been a miserable 
mockery. No convictions have taken place 
under them — they have been unobeyed, be- 
cause unexecuted. But at last an indictment 
has been made to stick, a trial has been had, 
and the law vindicated. And we believe 
that, instead of the effect being bad, as some 
spleeny, timid people feanl^l, in giving these 
things tho disreputable noftypiety of a public 
trial, the good ot the co't^tnunity demanded 
that a public example sh^pld be made ; and 
much credit rs due 'to ourf Prosecuting Attor- 


ney, 
for pumuing Jhe "cjlse, unprofitable and 


invidious, o,njl ungfatejiul as it is, to a trial 
nnd averd|tt. Tbjejpe aro^et niore cases on 
the docket, and^wiT hope 10 see the prosecu- 
ting attorneY an« the courfc, and the jury, do 
their4 4u^4tTthe law requires of them, till 


gross, open and palpable violation of 


the law, the good of community, the interests 
of society and common decency, as the exist- 
ence of a public brothel, shajl not be known 
iti our midst.

Turkish Method of Treating Bones.-— The

that the horse should rest the next day—that 
he should then be rode with great violence un- 
til he was in a profuse perspiration—the dis- 
eased limb then to be rubbed with wet salt 
—(to which I added a pint of hot brandy)— 
then rubbed dry, and then walked about until 
cool, and covered wilh blankets; the same 
process to be repeated the next day—which 
was done, and all lameness from that time dis- 
appeared ; the horse the third day was per- 
fectly well.—North. American Farmer. 


iiTDuring the recent freshet, some two 


hundred feet of the dyke above this city, was 
carried off. 
This dyke extends from the pro- 


perty owned by S. Van Rervsselaer, Esq., to 
the Island, and was constructed by the gene- 
ral governm«nt, for the purpose of deepening 
the channel on the eastern shore.
